Death bill

(AP)—The 
Missouri 
House 
gave preliminary approval to­ 
day to a bill restoring the death 
penalty but not before adding a 
13th category to the crimes that 
will 
command 
a 
mandatory 
death sentence. 
“We have, I think, a mandate 
from the people,” said Rep. 
Walter Meyer, D-Bellefontaine 
Neighbors, in urging the m em ­ 
bers to approve the measure, 
which must still receive final 
consideration 
before going to 
the Senate. 
Tentative approval came on a 
122-27 
vote 
as 
the 
opposing 
force to the bill remained as 
small as it has been during the 
last two years. 
Rep. 
Vernon 
King, 
D-Ex- 
celsior Springs, captured more 
than three-fourths of the 163 
votes in the House to add the 
13th category that would make 
conviction 
of

“ We can’t solve the problems 
in 
our society by using the

“ I am convinced the vote I 
take today will be the right 
vote.” Said Rep. Russell Go- 
ward, whose amendment added 
to the list of those subject to 
death persons convicted of sell­ 
ing heroin for the third time.

“These persons 
inflict crimes on our society

Contending that heroin deal­ 
ers do more harm than persons

he hoped that if the bill was fi­

WASHINGTON — H. L. Hunt, 
the eccentric oil billionaire, kept a 
tight lock during his life on a 
Pandora’s box. When he died a 
few weeks ago at age 85, the lid 
was lifted for us. What we found, 
attested to in a suppressed court 
document, is an incredible tale of 
bribery, infidelity, corruption, tax 
cheating, political manipulation 
and worse. 
The charges were brought by 
two of the old tycoon’s 
associates - his form er personal 
assistant, John Curington, and 
trusted 
corporate 
aide 
John 
Brown. 
Both have now been indicted for 
allegedly siphoning off funds from 
the 
Hunt 
empire. 
But 
their 
charges, made jointly under oath, 
shouldn’t be dismissed without an 
investigation. 
Haroldson Lafayette Hunt was 
a crusty curmudgeon, who liked 
to boast he was “ the richest man 
in the world” but who had a 
reputation 
as a 
skinflint. He 
packed his lunch to his office in a 
brown paper sack and spread 
whole wheat sandwiches and 
dried prunes on hs desk, using the 
Wall 
S treet Journal 
for 
a 
tablecloth. 
But the secret life of the oil 
billionaire, 
according 
to 
Curington and Brown, was a 
different story. They portray him 
as a big-stakes gambler who 
squandered money to gratify his 
hates. Among his victims were 
some of the biggest names in 
American politics. 
The story was buried in the 
legal filings of a 1970 lawsuit. 
After Curington and Brown made 
their charges, the suit was settled 
and the sworn statem ents were 
withdrawn. But we have obtained 
copies of the suppressed m aterial. 
Among the allegations are these: 
--T hat Hunt “spent huge sums 
of cash” to mail out “an attack on 
John F. Kennedy and the Roman 


Catholic Church.” 
” That Hunt furnished cash to 
“ a 
leading 
anti-Sem itic 
propagandist ... with instructions 
for the funds to be used to create 
an unfavorable image for Jew s.” 
- That the oilman “spent large 
sums of cash” to defeat the late 
Lyndon Johnson, Sens. Hubert 
Humphrey, 
D.-Minn., 
William 
Fulbright, D.-Ark.., and Alan 
Cranston, D.-Calif. The document 
charges Hunt’s corporate funds 
and 
employes were used for 
political purposes. 
- That Hunt cash went to 
R ichard Nixon. 
This secret 
financing, it has been reported 
elsewhere, helped to put Nixon 
closest into the vice presidency in 1952. 
- That Hunt money was behind 
the George Wallace-Curtis LeMay 
third-party ticket in 1968. One 
estim ate 
puts 
the 
Hunt con­ 
tribution at $1 million. 
- That Hunt had a “confidential 
and clandestine transaction” with 
F e d e r a l 
C o m m u n ic a tio n s 
Commissioner Robert E. Lee. In 
other testimony, a lawyer quotes 
C urington 
as 
saying 
Hunt 
rewarded the commissioner for 
helping with his right-wing Life 
Line 
broadcasts. 
Lee 
acknowledged that he and Hunt 
were “pretty good friends” and 
that Hunt frequently called him, 
once about employes for Life 
Line. But Lee said all he ever got 
from Hunt was a quart of pecans 
one Christmas. “There were no 
business dealings,” said the FCC 
commissioner. -- That Hunt once 
admitted he had “stolen in excess

To Control Deliveries Around the 
World

oil 
geopolitics was a vague beyond- 
the-horizon shadow hovering over 
the small groups of suddenly 
jobless angry men chattering 
around the skeletal hulk of a half­ 
built tanker in what once was the 
bristling Brooklyn Navy Yard. 
And in a broadcasting studio 
across the river in Manhattan, 
waterfront

leaders, 
a 
Longshoremen’s 
chief 
and

T eam sters 
union 
president 
angrily told me and two city of­ 
ficials that revamping of a few 
West Side piers could put 4,000 
dock-wallopers and 18,000 other 
workers in the support pipeline 
back

work. 
But 
Longshoremen’s executive vice 
president Johnny Bowers and 
Teamsters local 707 chief Louis 
Alimena were told there is no 
money because there is no tenant 
even for one pier. 
Everybody sought a solution. 
For the moment there is none.

WASHINGTON — H. L. Hunt, 
the eccentric oil billionaire, kept a 
tight lock during his life on a 
Pandora’s box. When he died a 
few weeks ago at age 85, the lid 
was lifted for us. What we found, 
attested to in a suppressed court 
document, is an incredible tale of 
bribery, infidelity, corruption, tax 
cheating, political manipulation 
and worse. 
The charges were brought by 
two of the old tycoon’s closest 
associates - his former personal

shouldn't be dismissed without an 
investigation. 
Haroldson Lafayette Hunt was 
a crusty curmudgeon, who liked 
to boast he was “the richest man 
in the world” but who had a 
reputation 
as a 
skinflint. 
He 
packed his lunch to his office in a 
brown paper sack and spread 
whole 
wheat 
sandwiches 
and 
dried prunes on hs desk, using the 
Wall 
Street 
Journal 
for 
a 
tablecloth. 
But the secret life of the oil 
billionaire, 
according 
to 
Curington and Brown, was a 
different story. They portray him 
as a big-stakes gambler who 
squandered money to gratify his 
hates. Among his victims were 
some of the biggest names in 
American politics. 
The story was buried in the 
legal filings of a 1970 lawsuit. 
After Curington and Brown made 
their charges, the suit was settled 
and the sworn statements were 
withdrawn. But we have obtained 
copies of the suppressed material. 
Among the allegations are these; 
- That Hunt “spent huge sums 
of cash” to mail out “an attack on 
John F. Kennedy and the Roman 


Catholic Church.”

She said when they appear on 
the pageant a few years later, 
“They seem to be wearing the 
most outrageous clothes — slinky 
jump suits at to the navel.

Now — two children and a 
divorce later — television talk 
show hostess Nancy Fleming says 
the pageant which thrust her into 
the nation’s eye perpetuates an 
outmoded concept of women. 
“Miss America is not a real 
person,” she said 
in a recent 
interview. “She’s something that 
happens every year. 
“Times have changed in the 
past 14 years since I was Miss 
America,” said Miss Fleming,

N ational 
O rganization 
for 
Woman. 
“Women between the ages of 18 
and 22 are much more issue-
